The Mathis car is classed as a 
“miniature replica of a large car,” 
since it has the semi-elliptic springs, 
the fine interior appointments and 
equipment to be found on larger 
American makes. 

It was unofficially indicated at 
the factory today that the Mathis 
will probably be retailed at approxi- 
mately $500. 

The car is capable of speeds of 
55 to 60 miles per hour, and can 
attain 38 miles per hour in second 
gear. Its gasoline consumption is| 


expected to prove one of its greatest | 


attractions, since it averages 45 
miles on a gallon of gasoline. 

“Because of its economical opera- 
tion,” Mr. Durant declared today, 
“we think American production of 
the Mathis comes at an opportune 
time. But even when more pros- 
perous times return to the United 
States, as a whole, the Mathis is ex- 
pected to hold its own. It is also 
expected to prove a serious con- 
tender, Durant indicated, as the 
second car in the increasing num- 
ber of “two-car families.” 

The Mathis Corporation, founded 
im 1899, is one of the oldest Euro- 
pean automotive concerns. It is re- 
puted to have been the first firm 
to manufacture a midget car, and 
has proved decidedly successful in 
its specialization in that field. Its

REDICTIONS about improvement in the motor car in- 


dustry are becoming trite. It also has become very 
unusual if some “expert” in some other industry fails to 
crop out in print every few days to say that the automobile 
situation is on the uprade. 

Right now the automobile makers themselves are not 
worrying as to whether there will be any decided increase 
the coming Fall or not. They do know that they have ahead 
of them during the remainder of the year at least five or 
six weeks of good business. 

The plants “trimmed their sales” early in the year and 
a glance at production and sales figures for the first seven 
months of the year, by anyone interested, will show that the 
automobile industry has not gone to the dogs in 1930. 

It is granted that business is considerably below the 
peak of 1929 but, when one considers that most of the au- 
tomobiles last year were made in the period up to June 1; 
that there was a considerable surplus of merchandise on 
January 1, which has been largely cleared away; that the 
factories have been practicing many economies this year; 
that they have learned many new things about operating an 
automobile plant at a profit, it is felt in all quarters that 
the last nine or ten months have resulted in lessons that 
will be lasting, as far as automobile manufacturing is con- 
cerned. 

Right now inventories are lower than they have been 
in many years and when the end of 1930 arrives, it is a fore- 
gone conclusion that the balance sheets of the plants will 
show net profits that will come as a great surprise to many 
people. 

These thoughts are not the writer’s own, but have been 
set down as the result of visits to all of the motor factories 
in the Detroit district during the past week.

to its revised bulletin on “Practical 
Aids to the Independent Merchant.” 


“The resourcefulness and freedom 
of action of the individual will al- 
ways go far toward offsetting the 


advantage of large-scale operations 


of the more complicated organiza- 
tions. In fact, these characteristics 
are the most important factors in 
maintaining American business,” 
the department declares. 

“In the last analysis the inde- 


pendent merchant will maintain his 
place in proportion to the efficiency 
with which he performs his func- 
tions and renders a real service to 
the community. The man who is 
unwilling or unable to take advan- 
tage of new methods or new devel- 
opments must, of course, risk ulti- 
mate failure just as today the farm- 
er who attempts to cut 
with a cradle scythe could not hope 
to compete with the man who uses 
modern harvesting machinery. 

“And so, too, with reference to 
the much - discussed middleman 
there might well be less talk about 
eliminating his entire calling and 
more consideration given to improv- 
ing his methods and placing his op- 
erations upon a better economic 
basis as related to other distributive 
processes 

“It is undoubtedly true that there 
are many individuals engaged in 
business today who are not fitted 
by training, experlence or ability to 
carry on that business successfully. 

“Such individuals, whether affili- 
ated with large or small business, 
always have failed ultimately and 
always will be eliminated through 
competition. But the vast majority 
of independent business men with 
native ability, with a willingness to 
work, to utilize new methods and

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When Isa Drunk? 











T has long been agreed by sensible people that liquor and | 


motor vehicles are or should be completely antipathetic. 


The motor vehicle under the guidance of a person partly or 
wholly intoxicated may become a weapon as deadly as a 
shot-gun in the hands of a lunatic. It is for this reason 
that many state laws provide drastic penalties for people 
found operating motor vehicles while they, the intelligent 
humans, are under the influence of liquor. 

Commissioner Robert T. Hurley, head of the Connecti- 
cut State Police. has recently drawn some fine distinction 
among degrees of drunkenness. Mr. Hurley divides the 
broad term “under the influence of liquor’ into three cata- 
gories. The first he calls “drunkenness,” when the mind 
and body can no longer function. The second he calls “‘in- 
toxication,’’ when the victim is deprived of even poise and 
balance, but can still navigate in an unconscious manner. 
The final classification Mr. Hurley makes “under the in- 


fluence of liquor 
first drink and the stage where the equilibrium has become 


affected to the extent of interfering with navigation. 
From his very comprehensive experience in dealing with 


all manner of the liquor-influenced, Commissioner Hurley 
finds that the drunken man is no part of a traffic hazard, 
since mind and muscles alike have lost their power to func- 


The intoxicated person, he who has lost poise and bal- 


tion. 
ance, but can still navigate in a rather automatic manner, 
is somewhat of a danger. But the person under the influ- 


ence of liquor, whose physical ability to navigate is unim- 
paired, but whose judgment is warped and whose caution is 
relaxed, is the real menace on the highways and should be 
removed. 

Of course,

where he cannot wink his right eyelid, he must obviously 
have achieved drunkenness,

In Maryland, sales in the seven 
months were 26,020, as compared 
with 30,005 a year ago, off 13 per 
cent. This was the same percent- 
age of decline as shown in Dela- 
ware, where the registrations in the 
seven months were 5,178, as com- 
pared with 6,004 in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 

July registrations in West Vir- 
ginia, totaling 3,279, compared with 
3,162 in June and 4,973 in the cor- 
responding month of last year.

“The requirements in present-day 
machine shop practice are con- 
stantly becoming more and more 
exacting. The use of ‘superhard’ 
tools of cemented tungsten carbide 
is the latest advance in machine 
shop work in order to meet 
requirements. In the August num- 
ber of the Bureau of Standards 
Journal of Research there will be 
described a method of testing lathe 
tools of this kind under .heavy cuts. 
The test was used in a study of the 
effects of variations in cutting 
speed, feed and depth of cut on 
tool life with this new cutting 
material. The lathe tests were 
made, without the use of cutting 
fluids, on 3.5 per cent. nickel steel 
forgings, heat treated to give tensile 
strengths within the range of 85.000 
to 110,000 pounds per square inch. 

‘It was found that some of the 
laws originally established by Tay- 
lor and his coworkers for cutting 
tools made of carbon and high- 
speed steels could be applied with a 
reasonable degree of accuracy to 
tungsten carbide tools. 

“Tools made of this new cutting 
material are extremely hard and 
relatively brittle, and must be well 
supported in service for efficient re- 
sults. The cutting tests showed that 
the tools were capable of operating 
at much higher cutting speeds than 
some of the high-speed steel tools 
for certain conditions of service. 

“The results showed that rela- 
tively fine feeds and depths of cut 
with high-cutting speeds were more 
favorable to the successful applica- 
tions of the new tools than heavier 
cuts at Slower speeds. 

“The remarkable performances of 
the cemented tungsten carbide tools 
have already shown that this ma- 
terial will occupy a most important 
place in our industrial life.”

Geologists estimate that the coal 
basin, extending

Sydney, contains over 100,000,000,000 
tons of coal. At Maitland, where 
it is proposed to mine coal for the 
scheme outlined above, large quan- 
tities are available near the sur- 
face. At one mine, the seam is 
twenty-eight feet thick, without a 
band of foreign matter, and is of 
the most excellent quality.

N. Y. U. COMPLETES LABORATORY FOR 
AERONAUTICAL ENGINE RESEARCH 


The comoletion of the aeronau- 
tical engine research laboratory in 
the Daniel Guggenheim Schoo! of 
Aeronautics at New York University 
has just been announced. The lab- 
oratory is equipped to test any type 
of air or water cooled airplane en- 
gine up to 300 horse power and will 
be used by the students at the open- 
ing of the fall semester. 

According to Prof. Klemin, head 
of the school, the laboratory, which, 
is part of the Daniel Guggenheim | 
School on the University Heights 
campus, is the only public one of | 
its kind in the metropolitan district. | 
He attributed a large share of the 
successful completion of the labora- 
tory as due to the efforts of Ken-| 
nedy F. Rubert, Sherman Fairchild 
fellow, who designed and supervised 
the installation of the entire labo- 
ratory. 

The apparatus for engine testing 
in the laboratory includes a 300- 
horse power Sprague electric dyna- 
mometer with complete standard 
auxilliary dynamometer equipment 
for measuring torque, speed, fuel | 
and air quantities, temperatures and | 
pressures. Also a special thermo- 
couple apparatus has been provided | 
for temperature measurements of | 
the cylinder heads and cylinder

West Chester, the county seat, who 
had been considering the idea for 
some time. 

One day last spring Mr. Boals was 
solicited to subscribe to a comic 
strip service designed for automo- 
bile advertising. He found he could 
obtain for a reasonable price on a 
yearly contract basis a strip service 
that would supply, at desired inter- 
vals, a series of comic cartoon strips 
each occupying space equal to four 
columns in width, of a West Chester 
daily that has a large circulation 
throughout Chester county and in 
which Ford dealers had been ac- 
customed to advertise individually. 
These dealers ordinarily took only 


of the 


very limited newspaper space. The 
idea then occurred to Mr. Boals 
that each dealer could be saved 


considerable money by co-operating 
advertising in this paper, using the 
comic strip as a heading for the 
group of advertisements. 

Mr. Boals called a meeting of 
county Ford dealers, writing each a 
letter merely giving a brief outline 
of what he had in mind. The 
meeting was held and, in addition 
to Mr. Boals, the following con- 
cerns and individuals agreed to 
join in the plan, after hearing Mr. 
Boals’ plan in detail: Kennel Bros., 
Honey Brook; Walter T. Matthews, 
Paoli; J. M. Thomson, Inc., Down- 
ington; Oxford Sales and Service 
Company, Oxford; George W. Sloan, 
West Grove, and James M. Worrall, 
Inc., Kennett Square. 


The advert’sing, inserted only in 
the Daily Local News of West 
Chester, is carried out on the fol-

Below this 
line appear, side by side, six spaces 
for the advertising dealers, 
the name, address, telephone num- 
ber and special offering for the is- 
sue, in each case.

The 
seventh advertiser's space is cen- 
tered at the bottom of the other 
spaces, the general treatment of text 
matter being the same as the rest. 
At the left of this seventh space is 
a smaller one, reading, in the case 
of used cars, “Time payments ar- 
ranged through Universal Credit 
Company—Another Ford economy.” 
while at the extreme right, also in 
the case of used car advertising. is 
a space in which it is urged, “Buy 
your used car from a dependable 
dealer.” At the extreme bottom of 
the total space, which is triple- 
bordered, is the inserted line, “Au- 
thorized Ford dealers.” 

With the exception of the second 
row of spaces, each advertiser's 
space is boxed in or _ bordered. 
Usually not more than six or seven 
offerings are printed in each adver- 
tiser’s particular space. 
advertisements refers to new cars, 
but used trucks, and occasionally 
used tractors, are numbered among 
the ofterings. 

Mr. Boals subscribes for the strip 
service, and each month bills each 
of the other six dealers for that 
dealer's prorata share, or one-sev- 
enth of the total cost of the strip 
service. The newspaper bills each 
of the co-operating dealer adver- 
tisers for one-seventh of the total 
amount of the advertisement, in- 
cluding the space taken up by the 
comic strip. In this way each Ford 
dealer secures the space value of an 
advertisement 8x8'» inches, instead 
of merely his own small advertise- 
ment included therein, which is only 
1', inches by 3's, yet pays less than 
$3 for any single insertion.
